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From Bedford, in Bedfordshirt, 
comes an appeal to good Americans 
for sympathy and practical, finan- 
cial aid in erecting at Klstow, the 
little near-by village dignified by 
the birth and life of John Dunyan, 
a memorial.

What is more nat- 
ural than the supposition that 
among the many American pil- 
grims who annually wend their way to Bedford town, should be some eeager 
to do their part {n honoring in substantial, concrete form the writer of the 
greatest English allegory. : 

Bedford, which jis only fifty miles from London, ts, to be sure, s0me 
distance, so far as miles go, from the United States of AméMea. But its 
people argue justly enough that Bunyan was as truly a world or universal 
genius as Shakespeare; that he belongs just as much to the descendants of 
his race in America as to those in his native village. Certainly not one of 
those Americans who proudly trace their lineage back to members of the 
little band of Puritans who came over on the Mayflower would dispute the | 
legitimacy of an appeal based on their right to claim him as of the same | 
spiritual mold as their own stern forebears. 

The binding ties of a common past, a common blood and a common 
tongue are stronger than the accidental separations of time and space. A 
mere geographical detail cannot eliminate a man’s literary heritage. Bea- 
ford does well when it appeals to a Kinship deeply rooted in the intellect- 
ual past. 

The phrase “intellectual past” {s hardly a happy one when used in con- 
nection with tho Bedford tinker. For his great book, the book which has 
passed through more editions than any other book except the Bible, was 
slow in reaching the polite circles which esteem a written work for its in- 
tellectual quality; its Mterary flavor. Its earliest vogue was entirely among 
the poor, the obscure, the unliterary. It was written for them by an un- 
literary man whose trade placed him among the lowllest. In the days of 
Bunyan, a tinker was often no better than a vagrant, a light-handed pil- 
ferer whose wandering habits lifted him but little above the gypsies whom 
the good English yeoman despised 

Bunyan and his father were, however, more respectable than most of 
the tribe, and though in the story of his conversion, “Grace Abounding,” 
he seems to have suffered from an overpowering sense of his own soul guiltt- 
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eat and reading Sir Bevis of Southampton. He was like the other Puri- 
shrank from a mince pie at Christmas with as much loathing as from a 
lie or other deadly sin. He condemned himself for sports which only the 
godly Puritans have found immoral, but the temper of mind which made 
him as a 17-year-old boy wrestle with the powers of evil, typifled in {nnocent 
boyish longings for mirth and jollity, made possible the ‘‘Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress.” 

He had other human weaknesses, for It was with human though par- 
donable vahity that he called attention to the fact that {n "New England 
has book was thought worthy to appear in superb binding. His comment 
shows that {n England it bad not been considered so worthy. It was pop- 
ular literatura very much as the old ballads were, and though it had gone 
through ten editions before Bunyan died, they were all cheaply printed and 
poorly illustrated, further evidence that at first the book reached only the 
lowller classes. 

There are those, and they are not among the uncultured, who assert 
that every Mterary masterpiece, every literary creation which has stood the 
test of time and been accepted by succeeding generations, must be able to 
make an appeal to the masses of the people who, lacking knowledge of 
books, do know life and can recognize a vital appeal {f a book possesses it 
The Homeric tales, Hamlet, Macbeth—the masterpleces of the ages—hold 
sway over simple, untutored minds as well &s over those of learned schol- 
args. Tho “Pilgrim's Progress” for generations was known to the masses.

HORSES TRAINING HARD, 
Cavalry Mounts Ge Through Hair 
weistrne Feats Near Rome. 

In the grand hippodrome of the 
Baxecatuats Cavalry School at Toro 
de Quinto, near Rome, in the spring of 
each year is held an international con- 
ours hippique, a contest open to the 
Ce officers of all the nations of the 
world and their chargers, the object 
being to single out the horse and rider 
with the best training and the great 
est endurance. 

Besides fox hunting of the 
spring in Italy, this is the greate

is witnessed not only by military com 

missioners of all 
| but also by thousands of other inter 
| ested spectators. 

Last year there were 103 contest- 
| ants, an article in the New York Trib 
| une says. Of these ninety-two were 
| Italians, seven Belgians, one Russian, 
| one Spaniard, one Roumanian and one 
| from the Argentino Republic. The 

horses in the contest were mostly 
"Irish, with a few thoroughbreds and 
| one Anglo-Arabian. They cost from 
| 600 up to $1,000 each. 

| For the first tests of these tourna- 
| ments, early in the morning of the 
| first day the riders start out by them- 
selves at intervals of a few minutes on 
tho ride of about thirty miles, follow- 
ing a road that has been mapped out.

ATE TWO “MISSIONARIES. 


| Shocking Cannibalistic Act by Na 


tives of Tonga Islands. 


A tragic interest has been aroused in 
the Tonga, or Friendly, group of isl- 
ands in the South Facific by the news 
recently carried to Seattle, Wash., by 
steamer that two missionaries of the 
Presbyterian faith, Rev. Horatio Hop- 
kins and Rev. Hector Laurie McPher- 
son, were devoured by cannibals. 

The missionaries were stationed on 
the little harbor on 
Savage Island when a band of uncon- 
verted natives from the interior, howl- 
ing war cries and brandishing clubs 
and spears, descended on the mission 
and took them and 11 natives captive. 


| They were carried to the crater of an 


extinct volcano in the interior, where 


\the cannibals held high revelry, during 


which the missionaries were killed and 
eaten. After this feast the cannibals 
slept so heavily that the native cap- 
tives found opportunity to escape. 

According to advices carried by the 
steamer, the old time pagan custatis 
among the natives of the Tonga, S6- 
ciety, Solomon and Cook groups of isl- 
ands are being revived. The natives 
iare holding dances as they did in the 
days of Cook and Tasman. Thus is 
}the thin veneer of civilization wearing 
off these dusky Polynesians. 

The Tonga Islands were discovered 
by Tasman in 1643 and received their 
| first missionaries in 1797. During the 
first half of the nineteenth century the 
Christianizing and civilizing of the na- 
tives went on expeditiously. Some re- 
sisted all appeals and these belong to 
}the cannibalistic class whose members 
devoured the two missionaries. The 
| people of these southern islands are 
Polynesians. Some of them, like the 
natives of the Solomon Islands, have 
always been noted for cannibalistic 
practices, but it was not believed that 
any natives with such tendencies lived 
on the Tonga group. The latter were 
called the Friendly Islands because of 
the belief that the natives were more 
tractable and hospitable than the in- 
habitants of other South Pacific isles 
|but this cannibalistic act shows that 
lhasically the difference is not great 


THE POISON ORDEAL. 


As the Angonis Use It to Detect or 
Test Crime. 

By mcans of the poison ordeal the 
Angoni, an African tribe, find out 
whether or not a man is guilty of a 
crime. Under the British rule efforts 
are being made to abolish this custom, 
but the natives believe so much in its 
efficacy that it will be many years be- 
fore there is a complete suppression. 
In these ordeals the natives usually 
ladminister a poison called mauve, 
| which is obtained by pounding and 
| steeping in water the bark of a certain 
plant, the result being a bitter red in- 
fusion. In the palmy days before the 
British came and the Angoni chiefs 
could follow their own sweet will un- 
molested they would order whole vil- 
lages or even districts to undergo the 
ordeal if anyone offended them. 

In these cases, however, the people 
|did not actually drink the poison 
themselves; each one took a fowl or a 
dog and tied it to themselves with a 
|string and their guilt or innocense 
was proved by whether the luckless 
animal succumbed to the effects of the 
poison or not. This poison 
| either. sickness or death within an 
hour or two. Sickness, therefore, igs 
held to be a sign of innocence.
